One free Bird That Attract* Attention 


Among Hundreds of Captives. 


In a big bird store where there are 


hundreds of birds of many kinds inces- 
santly squawking, chirping and singing 
there is one that is free—a tiny tit- 
mouse. The window is full of cages 
containing birds of various sorts, and 
one side of the store is lined with bird- 
cages stacked up high all along. But 
there is none that attracts BO much at- 
tention as the httle titmouse flitting 
about the store at will. At night it 
perches on a gas fixture in the window, 
and to that it comes back from its vari- 
ous excursions by day. 


Customers that come in to buy birds 


and birdcages and bird seed and one 
thing and another never fail to notice 
the titmouse. They may not notice an- 
other bird there individually, but their 
attention is sure to be attracted by this 
one as it darts about, free among so 
many captives, and they are likely to 
smile at it, they are so pleased with it. 
And sometimes children, looking in at 
the windows of the bird store, come in 
to tell the clerk that one of the birds 
has got loose. 


When it has nothing else to do, the 


titmouse sits on its gas pipe perch and 
perks its head this way and that and 
looks about. Sometimes it whets its 
beak on the gas pipe. Every now and 
then it dashes off somewhere. If it 
wants a drink, it perches on the rim of 
a goldfish globe—for home aquariums 
and stock for them are sold here as well 
as birds—no doubt to the great surprise 
of the goldfishes and certainly to that 
of the human beholders, who wonder 
that it doesn't fall in, it has to bend 
over so far to reach the water. But it 
gets it, and when it has taken its fill it 
flashes back to its perch on tho pipe in 
the window. 


The titmouse catches spiders and oth- 


er insects, and ib feeds in the larger 
cages when it will. It goes in and ont 
of them between the bars with perfect 
ease. It is a very little bird, even with 
its plumage in its natural form. With 
its feathers pressed against its sides it 
can get through a very narrow space— 
between the bars of a parrot's cage, for 
example—with ease. There are in the 
window a number of parrots' cages in a 
row. 
The titmouse almost flies through 


these cages, stopping in each perhaps to 
eat of the parrots' food, but they never 
molest it. Parrots that would bite at 
the finger of a man who should put bis 
hand near enough to the outside of their 
cage stand back In fright or sheer 
amazement when the little titmouse 
dashes in and perches on their feed cup. 
—New York Sun.

KX-GOYEBNOR 
CONCORD'S VIEWS. 


The Washington Post publishes an 


interview with ex-Governor B. K. Col- 
cord of Nevada, who was recently on a 
visit to the National Capital. The Post 
reports him as saying that Nevada is 
gaining in population, tree from debt, 
except to a moderate extent to the 
public school fund, and does not owe a 
cent to outside creditors. 


"I am," said the ex-Governor, "a Be- 


pnblican and believe in the principles 
of that party, but I do not believe it 
can continue in power by the advocacy 
of the single gold standard. During 
the last few months I have traveled ex- 
tensively and everywhere I find the 
most bitter opposition to that policy." 


It is to be regretted that a gentleman 


who bas been Governor of the great 
silver producing State 
of Nevada 


should believe in Republican prin- 
ciples when one of those principles is 
against the best interests of the State 
which once honored him 
with the 


highest office in Che gift of the people. 
It is true that opposition to the coin 
age of gold and silver at the mints was 
not one of the avowed principles of 
the Bepnblioan party at the time Gov- 
ernor Colcord was elected and up to 
the time that he left the office of Gov- 
ernor he was an advocate of free coin- 
age, as is proved by his valedictory 
'address. 
Such being the fact there is 


hope that he may see the evil of his 
ways and again enlist under the ban- 
ner of free coinage, which will be up- 
held by the people as they march to 
victory at the next election. 
The fact 


that the ex-Governor admits that the 
advocates of the single gold standard 
cannot continue in power, and that he 
finds everywhere in hia 
extensive 


travels the most bitter opposition to 
that policy, clearly indicates that deep 
down in his heart he believes in the 
justice of the silver cause and may yet 
be one of its advocates. 


OPPORTUNITY FOR INVESTORS. 


The City Council of Beno h"»s ad- 


vertised for bids for bonds of the 
municipality to the amount of $130,000. 
These bonds are to be issued in ac- 
cordance with an act of the Legislature 
approved March 8,1897. This act hat, 
been declared constitutional by the 
Supreme Oourt of the State and there 
is, therefore, no question as to its 
validity. 
The bonds bear interest at 


the rate of six per cent per annum and 
the principal matures in equal annual 
installments between the sixth and 
twentieth years from the date of the 
issuance of the bonds and is payable 
in lawful money of the United States. 


This affords capitalists an exception- 


ally good opportunity for safe invest- 
ment. 
The boads are as safe as those 


of the United States and the rate of in- 
terest is much higher. 
The United 


States bonds purchased for the school 
fund net the fund about three per cent 
per annum in interest. 
The interest 


on the Beno bonds is twice that 
amount. 
The United States bonds is- 


sued under Cleveland's Administra 
tion netted the 
Government about 


tour per cect premium, that is the pur- 
chasers paid a premium of four per 
cent above their par value, for the 
bonds. 
A few weeks later the bonds 


sold on the stock exchange at a prem- 
ium of sixteen per cent, netting the 
purchasers several millions of dollars. 
Doubtless the Beno bonds will sell at 
a premium equal to the interest (or 
six months or a year, as the security is 
gilt edged and there is no better or 
safer investment. 


Persons who have a few thousand or 


even five hundred dollars to invent, 
where there is absolutely no risk, can- 
not do better than purchase Beno 
bonds as they can be disposed of at 
par and probably at a premium at any 
time.

IN PATBIOT- 


A bill to appropriate $50,000,000 for 


defenses introduced in the House of 
Bepresentatives by Cannon of Illinois, 
passed that body without a dissenting 
vote. 
This furnishes proof to the 


world that there is only one party in 
the United States when the country is 
menaced by a 'foreign foe. Though 
goldbugs and blmetalliats quarrel and 
abuse each other, when the honor of 
the country is involved there is but 
one party, and the most violent part 
isan becomes the most ardent patriot 


Never has there been such unan- 


imity in the House of Bepresentatives 
on a question involving the appropri- 
ation of such a large amount of money. 
While the author of the bill may have 
introduced it for the purpose of forcing 
another bond issue hia motives were 
not questioned; they were assumed to 
be patriotic and there was no objec- 
tion to the bill. 


While it is not probable that there 


will be war with Spain the action of 
the House should satisfy the haughty 
Dons that the United States are in fact 
what their name implies and that 
neither men nor money will be wanting 
to maintain the honor of 1,he nation on 
land or on sea.

It is believed that 
the report eminated from a combina< 
tion of speculators in war material, ves- 
sels, etc., in order to boom their busi- 
ness.

It is 
said that the Holland submarine tor- 
pedo boat is the most destructive en 
giue of war of modern times. It has 
been tested and meets all of the expec 
tations of its inventor. 


Minister Woodford. detailed at Mad' 


rid, Spain, has wired President McEin 
ley that the Spanish Government has 
exhausted every means to raise money 
for war purposes, and has failed. All 
of the financial centers of Europe have 
rejected her proposals. 
Woodford be- 


lieves that the overthrow of Sagasta, 
the Spanish Premier, would hasten 
hostilities. 


In [case of war Consul General Lee 


will immediately be appointed Briga 
dier General to have command of the 
United States forces at Cuba and the 
direction of the movements of troops, 
etc. 


RELIC OF PAST AGE. 


A Century Old Newspaper That Is Re- 


markably Well Preserved. 


Mr. Glenn Brown, the architect, has 


an interesting relic in the shape of an 
old newspaper, probably one of the old< 
est publications to be found in this 
country. It is The Virginia Gazette 
and Alexandria Advertiser, published 
in Alexandria. The copy is dated Thurs- 
day, April 25, 1798. The motto of the 
paper, which is printed under the title, 
is as follows: 
0 thon by whose almighty nod the scale 
Of empires rises or altornato falls, 
Send forth the saving virtues round this land! 


There is no mention made of the 


names of the publishers or editors, but 
an advertisement, which is inserted, 
asks for rags, old seines, fishing nets 
nucl the like to be brought to the office, 
BO that paper can be made from it. 
From this it would seem that the firm 
manufactured its own paper. 


In the news columns, which form but a 


small portion of the paper, the adver- 
tisements covering a greater part, is a 
dispatch dated London. Feb. 25 pre- 
vious, giving an account of an insurrec- 
tion in Ireland. There are also publish- 
ed Paine's reasons for preserving tho 
life of Louis Capet. The plan of the 
new French constitution is given and 
a number of dispatches from Paris ap- 
pear. 


One of the most interesting advertise- 


ments in the paper is that of a lottery. 
It states that it will be- given by the 
commissioner appointed to prepare the 
public buildings, etc., within the city 
of Washington for the reception of con- 
gress and for their permanent residence 
after the year 1800. Samuel Blodgett 
was the agent for the affair in this city. 
The capital prize was a hotel, with all 
furnishings, valued at $50,000. There 
were cash prizes of $25,000, the whole 
amounting to $350,000. The lottery, 
by tho way, was never held, as much 
opposition was developed against it. 
Samuel Blodgett was the one whose 
heirs claimed a large portion of the na- 
tional capital. 


There are several advertisements for 


runaway slaves, offering rewards of 
from $0 to $16. There is an offer of a 
reward of $40, which would seem large 
compared with those offered for the 
runaway slaves, for eight bushels of 
clovflr seed, stolen from Mount Vernon. 
The advertisement goes on to state that 
the clover seed was stolen from the 
granary and is supposed to have been 
taken by negroes. It is signed by An 
thony Whiting, who was Washington's 
overseer. 
^ There is an advertisement in the pa- 
per of the celebrated horse Eclipse, from 
which many of the thoroughbred horses 
of the present day have descended. 
There is also an advertisement of tho 
opening of tho city tavern at the sign 
of the "Bunch of Grapos" by John 
Wise. 
Tho statement is made that 


northern and southern mails will arrive 
at the office until Nov. 1 on Mondays, 
Wednesdays and Fridays at 6 p. m. 


On one of the pages is a song com- 


posed for Lodge No. 10 "of Charles 
town," commonly called Portobncco. 


The paper consists of four pages of 


four columns each. The size of the 
sheets is about 12 by 18 inches. The 
paper was published Thursdays of each 
week. The s's were all like f's. The 
paper has been remarkably well pre- 
served.—Washington Star.

In an 
old work entitled "The Athenian Ora- 
cle" it is stated that formerly it was a 
custom to offer mass for the safety of 
all ships that went on long voyages, to 
each of which a little box was affixed, 
under the custody of the priest, into 
which the sailors put money or other 
valuables in order to secure the prayers 
of the church.

In order that no 
person should omit these presents the 
poor were encouraged to beg "box mon 
ey" of their richer neighbors to enable 
them to add to the priest's perquisites.

priating the $50,000,000 for purposes of 
defense in caee of emergency and says 
-hat the prompt action demonstrates 
that in the event of war, it does not 
take very long for the Government of 
.he United States to act, notwithatand- 
ng the influence of the trusts and 
money power. Ho claims that' when 
he people become aroused and show a 
Letermination on any proposition the 
Administration and Congress realize 
hat quibbling will not be tolerated 
and they further realize that instead of 
>eing masters they are the servants of 
-he people and must act according to 
,hs wishes of the majority. 


The Governor 
believes the Span- 


sh situation is serious and may result 
n war, but the conservative position 
md deliberate action of this Govern- 
ment has been such that other nations 
will not create any complications and 
f war comes it will be comparatively 
of short duration and 
will ultima- 


ely result in the freedom of Cuba. 
The $50,000,000 will be used in perfect- 
ng the coast defenses and piotectmg 
he ports of entry of the country and 
iven though the present trouble should 
pass by without resulting in war, it af- 
'ords the United States a good excuse 
tnd the opportunity to increase her 
irmy and navy, remodel and improve 
ler defenses, procure additional battle- 
ships, torpedo boats and destroyers 
and in fact to place the army and navy 
of the United States, on an equal, if not 
i higher standard, with any power iu 
,he world. The Governor believes the 
,ime has come when the United States 
ihould lead in militay and naval mat- 
ers, as she does in everything and a 
brush with the Spaniards would awaken 
the pride of our soldiers and marines 
that had grown cold through a long 
jeriod of comparative inactivity. 
In 


addition to this the patriotism of the 
jeople is warmed aud the enthusiasm 
of the older on&a awakens and interest 
.n the rising generation and the love of 
the country and flag, is thus taught 
and impressed upon the youth and the 
Government of, for and by the people 


B perpetuated. 


He believes that the expenditure and 


distribution of this amount of money 
will cause a revival of business and 
that everyoup will feel the benefit to a 
certain extent.

penditure of Government, State,0ouuty 
and municipal money for the pub- 
lic good and that accumulating or 
aoarding public funds is not the proper 
policy.

Shortage of Cut tit. 


A Imost without exception, cattlemi n

They will have 
little trouble doing this until June, but 
after that time the movement from tbe 
feeding farms will be limited and the 
grass cattle will not be ready yet. If 
there is n shortage, it should become 
pretty evident by July, and in August 
there should be even more evidences, 
and the logic of the situation is a 
gradual advance every month until fall, 
and higher priced cattle next year than 
this. 
The feeder wtio sends half-fat 


cattle to maiket under the presentcon- 
dition is either iu a bard hole or does 
not take a stock paper and keep posted 
on the situation. The man who feeds 
his cattle to a finish can hardly fail 
to make money, and the longer it take^ 
to finish them the more money he will 
make.—Denver Stockman. 


Note I Features of the National Museum 


Bzlilbit at Omaha. 


Under the direction of Prof. W. H. 


Elolmes, head curator of tbe depart- 
ment of anthropology, National Mu- 
seum, the work of poshing forward the 
exhibit of the Mississippi exposition, 
;o be held in-Omaha June 1 to Novem- 
D3r 1 of the present year, is being car- 
ried on at present. 


It is proposed that the exhibit will 


be one of the best, if not the beet, 
which will represent the government 
institutions at any affair of the kind. 


The plans for the displays are being 


carefully perfected, and it is hoped 
that at the end of two months' time 
everything will be ready to set up in 
the govrrnment building at Omaha. 
Prof. Holmes is giving the matter bis 
personal supervision, and Prof. Otis 
T. Mason, curator of the division of 
ethnology, is bending his efforts to- 
ward making the government show a 
success in every particular. 


The appropiiation for the govern- 


ment exhibit is $200,000, of which the 
sum of $60,000 will be devoted to the 
construction of the building ifelf, in- 
cluding a life-saving station, to cost 
$2,500. This latter is expected to prove 
one of the most attractive features of 
the whole exhibit. 


One exhibit that will be prepared by 


Professors Holmes and Mason will be 
a large space ia which articles will be 
displayed in legular order showing the 
development of the human mind.

Then l*y Within Short Range, and With 
RIDei the Spanish Force Wa» Reduced 
and Finally Conquered.

of Burtholemy Portngnez, 


•who, with n small crew in a small ves- 
sel, uaptnrod n huge Spanish merchant- 
mini In tho Caribbean sea. Mr. Stockton 
biiyH: Tho little pirate sailed boldly to- 
ward tho big Spaniard, and the latter 
vossol, utterly astonished at the audac- 
ity of tills attack—for tho pirates' flag 
was flying—lay to, head to the wind, 
and waited, the gunners standing by 
their cannon. When the pirates had 
come near enough to see and understand 
the size and power of the vessel they 
bad thought of attacking, they did not, 
as might have been expected, put about 
and sail away at the best of their ves"- 
sel's speed, but they kept straight ou 
their course, as if they were about to 
fall upon a great, unwieldy merchant 
man .maimed by common sailors. 


P$*ceiving the foolhardincss of the 


little vessel, the Spanish coinniauder 
determined to give it a lesson which 
would teach its captain to understand 
better tho relative power of great ves- 
sels and little onus, so as scou as tbe 
pirates' vessel was near enough hu or- 
dered n broadside fired upon it. The 
Spanish ship bad a great many people 
on board. It had a crew of 70 men, and 
besides these there were some passen- 
gers and regular marines, and, know- 
ing that tho captain had determined to 
Era npon tbe approaching vessel every- 
hp_dy had gathered on deck to see the 
little pirate ship go down. 


Bnt the ten great cannon balls which 


were shot out at Eartholemy's little 
craft all missed their aim, and before the 
guns could be reloaded or the great ship 
be got around so as to deliver her other 
broadside the pirate vessel was along- 
side of her. Bartholemy bad fired none 
of his cannon. Such guns were useless 
against so huge a foe. What he was aft- 
er was a hand to hand combat on the 
deck of the Spanish ship. 


The pirates were all ready for hot' 


work. They had thrown aside their 
coats and shirts, as if each of them were 
going into a prizefight, and with their 
cutlasses in their hands and their pis- 
tols and knives in their belts they 
scrambled like monkeys np the sides of 
the great ship, Bnt Spaniards are brave 
men and good fighters—there were more 
than twice as many of them as there 
were of the pirates—and it was not 
long before the latter found out that 
they could not capture that vessel by 
boarding it. So over the side they tum- 
bled as fast as they could go, leaving 
some of their number dead and wounded 
behind them. They jumped into their 
own vessel, and then they put off to a 
short distance to take breath and get 
ready for a different kind of fight. The 
triumphant Spaniards now prepared to 
get rid of this boatload of half naked 
wild beasts, which they could easily do 
if they took better aim with their can- 
non than they had done before. 


Bnt to their amazement they soon 


found that they could do nothing with 
the gnus, nor were they able to work 
their ship GO as to get it into position 
for effectual shots. Bartholemy and his 
men laid aside their cutlasses and their 
pistols and took np muskets, with which 
they were well provided. Their vessel 
lay within very short range of tho Span- 
ish ship, and whenever a man could be 
seen through the portholes or showed 
himself in the rigging or anywhere else 
where it was necessary to go in order 
Jo work the ship he made himself a tar- 
get for the,good aim of the pirates The 
pirate vessel could move about as it 
-pleased, for it required but a few men 
to manage it, and BO it kept out of 
the way of tbe Spanish gnus, and its 
best marksmen, crouching close to tbe 
deck, fired =and fired whenever a Span- 
ish head was to be seen. 
-- For five long hours this unequal con- 
test was kept np. It might have re- 
minded one of a man with a dender rod 
and a long, delicate line who had 
hooked a big salmon. Tho man could 
,not pull in the salmon, but, on the other 
hand, the salmon could not hurt the 
man, and in the course of time the big 
fish would be tired out and the man 
would get out his landing net and scoop 
him in. 


Now, Bartholemy thought be could 


scoop in. the Spanish vessel. So many 
of her men had been shot that the two 
crews would be more nearly equal. So 
he boldly ran his vessel alongside tbe 
big ship and again boarded her. Then 
there was another great fight on the 
decks. The Spaniards had ceased to be 
triumphant, but they bad become des- 
perate, and in the furious combat ten 
of' the pirates were killed and four 
wounded. 
Bnt the Spaniards fared 


worse than that. More than half of the 
men who had not been shot by the pi- 
rates went down before their cutlasses 
and pistols, and it was not long before 
Bartholemy had captured tbe great 
Spanish ship. 


It was a fearful and a costly victory 


he had gained. A great part of his own 
men were lying dead or helpless on the 
deck, and of the Spaniards only 40 were 
left alive, and these, it appears from 
the accounts, must have been nearly all 
wounded or disabled.
